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SUPPORT CARE UK STRIKERS 
We live in the days when the powers that be are 
attempting to roll back time and deny us of the working 
conditions for which our parents and grandparents fought, 
wage cuts and changing terms and conditions to our 
detriment are the order of the day. 
One group of workers in Doncaster however are showing 
the true metal that is needed to resist these changes. 
When a group of care workers were moved over from the 
NHS to the private company Care UK an immediate attack 
on their terms and conditions began as the private 
company wanted to squeeze as much-profit as they could 
out of this group of workers. The attack on pay rates, 
holiday and sick pay amounts to a near 50% cut in their 
income and will not be tolerated by this group of workers 
who care for some of the most vulnerable people in 
society. 


In a secret ballot by UNISON they voted to commence 
industrial action that has so far resulted in two weeks of 
strike action. 

On Saturday 12 April a protest was held outside the Fat 
Face store at Orchard Square in Sheffield. Fat Face is 
owned by the huge multinational Bridgepoint Capital 
which owns Care UK. 

Bridgepoint also have huge stakes in Pret a Manger, Virgin 
Active, Leeds-Bradford airport and many more. The 
message of the protest was that will continue to 
embarrass brands on the Bridgepoint portfolio until Care 
UK stop attacking their staff. 

The Doncaster workers have so far held a total of sixteen 
days of strikes. They have received an impressive level of 
solidarity from trade union branches and workplace 
collections totalling something like £20,000. 

Strikers have been getting out to speak at union branches 
and meetings around the country to raise solidarity. 
Because of Care UK’s intransigence and the number of 
days of strikes the workers have been forced to take they 
need solidarity.

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Because Nayler appeared to be impersonating Jesus 
arrival in Jerusalem, he was suspected of blasphemy 
he and he and his followers were arrested.

In 1656, a Quaker named James Nayler 
rode into Bristol in pouring rain. He was 
on horseback and accompanied by six 
followers chanting. 
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He was sent to London 
where Parliament 
debated his punishment 
for 13 days. They 
decided he was to be 
whipped 310 times. Next 
he was locked in the 
pillory and the public 
executioner bored a hole 
through his tongue with 

a red hot iron (because 
the tongue had spoken 
blasphemy). Next 
another red hot iron was 
used to burn the letter 

‘B’ for Blasphemy on his 
forehead. 


He was sent back to Bristol 
where he was tied to the back of — 
a horse drawn cart in Thomas 
Street and led round town being 
flogged all the way. Finally he 
was returned to London for two 
years imprisonment, he died 

soon after being released.

i first met Spiney in the infamous Long island Bar (now Bar Maroc) in the late’80s. it was a crazy bar 
where you could openly take drugs, right next to the Police station in Huddersfield! He overheard me 
saying | was in a band and mentioned fnat he had a place we could practice. Not long afterwards we 
were bundling our gear into a psychedelic van destined for the notorious Norman Aldous Baggins 
studio. We met through music and drugs, and these remained common interests (io different 


degrees!) throughout our friendship. 


twas clear from the start that Spiney had a keen interest in mysticism, a typical Pisces! He had 
rejected the drudgery of factory work in favour of a freer life. He introduced me to the ideas of Aleister 
Crowley, and he himself dabbled in Chaos Magick. N.A.B. studios was not only a place where many 
bands practiced and recorded, inciuding Beggars Bones, and Kava Kava in their first incarnation, they 
hired out their PA to small local raves. and the studio itself was party central! 


Unfortunately due to differences between the protagonists, including Andy Shades and Happy Dave. 
and the messy, chaotic nature of the piace. the business failed after a few years. Refusing to part of 
‘normal’ society, Spiney always struggied against the grain, but ‘freeioading’ is not easy and he 
ultimately became destitute, homeless and nearly toothless! He was a true tramp for a number of 
years, sieeping wherever he could, turning remote derelict buildings and milis into makeshift homes, 
raiding supermarket bins for the food they waste, with a dog as his only constant companion (first 
Saintly. then Hecktooth - the scourge of local postmen’). 


Drugs became less recreational, more of an escape. Inevitably his lifestyle led him into scrapes with 
the law. and at one point he served a shor time in Armley. He often gave the appearance of a 
madmen. but ultimately he was officially diagnosed with serious mental health problems and was 
sectioned for a few months in 2013. Through this experience he found a pariner, and this, along with 
medication, seemed to make him happier, more stable and content. Certainly he gave that 
appearance the last few times t saw him. which was at the Junglism nights at Bart :2<. Unfortunately 
his desire to get high killed him when he stupidly indulged in the risky practice of inhaling solvent gas. 


Lis father, Edward, recounts that from his early life, Spiney displayed a rebellious nature. Edward 
himself is head strong and eccentric, and Spiney's mum, June, who passed away about 15 years ago. 
hecame blind, which probably forced him to become quite independent. 


i remember him as a space cadet, agog in the ether, embodying the ‘nice-nasty’ duality of the 
universe as he saw it. Magick was probably an attempt to empower himself in this oppressive world. 
He recognised the injustice of our unequal society, and joined me in a number of protests, particularly 
against the Poll Tax, for which he once drove a mini bus load of us up to Glasgow for a national 


demonstration. 

y 
He was a lover of music and of nature. He was an enthusiastic musician, eventually favouring 
electronic means over his guitar. His musical output was prolific, too chaotic for most tastes but there 
were a few gems in there. He filmed and photographed the local landscape extensively, particulary 
the Coine Valley, and he took direct action, often single handedly, against badger baiting. 


Although our lives diverged, we never fell out, and although he could be very trying. i never stopped 
loving him, and | think he appreciated that. He introduced me to the beauty of The Lake District, and 
ihe power of Castlerigg stone circle. for which | am very grateful. His life was bitter sweet, but after 
mourning, currently i'm remembering the sweetness! 
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
